Accordingito this author- 
ity tho total wealth of tho Roths- 
childs family at tho present 
timo

to 
10,000,000,000 
francs, 
of which tho French 
branch 
pos- 
sesses 1,000,000,000. 
In 1875 thoy 
had less than half this snm, 
show- 
ing that thoir fortuno has doubled 
in 18 years. 
In 1800 tho grand 
father of tho present generation 
of 
Rothschilds had nothing, his finan- 
cial success beginning aftortho 
bat-tl- o 
of Waterloo. 
It is estimated 
that in 19G5 their fortuno 
will, if 
continuoing to grow as heretofore, 
amount to tho stupendous 
sum

300,000,000,000 
fianes.

to sustain 27,000.000

SILVER MEN'S CONVENTION. 


A Large Gathering; In tho Tabcrnaclo 
at 
Salt Lnko City. 
A special to tho Sun says the 
Salt Lake business streets on May 
10th wero a mass of bunting 
and 
national colors. 
Tho streets 
wero 
crowded with stfangers 
from all 
parts of tho West, who wero in 
at- 
tendance on tho silver 
Convention 
called by Gov. 
Rickards 
of Mon- 
tana to discuss means to promoto 
tho interests af tho silver causo. 
At 11 o'clock a carriago parade 
was 
formed, 
which 
proceeded 
to 
tho 
great 
Mormon 
Tabernacle, 
which 
had 
been 
loaned by tho 
authorities and elaborately decorat- 
ed. 
Gov. Rickards of Montana called 
tho Convention 
to order shortly 
after noon. 
Fully two thousand peoplo wero 
prcsont. 
Gov. Rickards 
mado 
an 
address dotailing tho iriatlvo of tho 
Convention, 
which 
ho said was 
without party pi ojudico and 
irres-istabl- o 
bccaus9 it was not partisan. 
"Tho common peoplo of tho whole 
country," ho said, "aro. discontent- 
ed with 
our financial conditions, 
and aro turning 
on masso 
to tho 
freo coinage of silver as. the great 
remedy." 
Gov. Wcst.of 
TJtah and Mayor 
Baskin delivered addresses of 
wel-com- 
o, 
after which a temporary 
or- 
ganization was effected and a rocoss 
takon until'lato in tho afternoon. 
In a speech beforo 
the 
Republi- 
can Territorial League on tho lfth, 
Congressman 
Shafroth 
said 
tho 
battlo was on between tho East 
and West regardless 
of political 
parti cj 
It is likely that a call for a nat

Silver League 
Convention 
will bo issued to moot in St. Louis 
in March 
1896. 
A delegation was also appoint- 
ed to attend tne Bimotallic 
leiguo 
of tho 
South and Southwestern 
States to bo hold in Memphis Juno 
11th and 12th.

system. 
Thoy 
told 
mo that 
an 
agent from England 
had 
been 
in 
Japan trying to get their 
govern- 
ment to demonetizo silver. 
They 
talked 
with 
Senators 
Stewart, 
Jones, Teller, Sherman, and others. 
They wero warned not to think of 
allowing silver to bo discharged as 
a monoy metal. 
Tho result of this 
investigation is that today Japan 
is tho great power of tho orient. 
"What would have been tho 
re- 
sult had Japan dono 
as England 
wished? 
"Vhen this question of a 
war with China arose Japan 
could 
not havo carried on tho war had 
sho been upon a gold basis without 
first consulting England. 
A gold 
loan would have resulted, and Eng- 
land would havo had Japan by tho 
throat, ovon as sho has us today. 
England fears Japan moro today 
than she does any other nation 
on 
tho earth 
Japan hrjs been success- 
ful in hor war with 
China. 
She 
has gained 
the 
concession 
of 
en- 
trance 
to certain 
ports, 
and tho 
right of commerce with 
certain 
districts is open to her. 
England 
viows this with alarm. 
Sho would 
crush Japan in an instant if sho 
dared, but tho combined powers of 
the world will not permit it. 
Eng- 
land has no hold 
on her 
from a 
monoy point of view, 
and Japan, 
standing 
freo 
and 
untrammeled, 
sho will como out from tho ora of 
ignorance into tho ago of progress 
as tho mightiest power of tho orient. 
England 
is helpless. 
Sho cannot 
crush her as sho did China, when 
that nation tried to close its ports 
to 
tho 
Indian 
opium. 
England 
closed hor silver mints 
in India, 
but Japan held out. 
Today Japan 
is going forward with a strido that 
is surprising. 
Thero havo been as 
many spindles put up in Japan in 
tho last two years 
as thero havo 
been in England 
in tho last 
five 
years. 
How England will try to 
crush Japan is not known, but 
sho 
will do all in her power to stop her 
growth, as sho foresees that an em 
piro is building up in tho cast that 
is directly antagonistic 
to 
her, so 
far as monoy 
basis is 
conoorned. 
It will bo tho orient against tho oc 


cident-silv- er 
against gold; and the 
practical demonstration, 
even for 
this short time, shows tho groat 
value of silver as a monoy motal. 


Income Tax Nullified. 
The income tax is declared 
un- 
constitutional in toto. 
In tho concluson of its decision 
tho court held: 
First: "Wo adhere to tho 
opin- 
ion announced thatltaxes on reahos- - 
tato aro indisputably 
direct taxes; 
taxes on rents or income or real 
estato aro equally direct taxes. 
Second: 
We aro of tho opinion 
that taxes 
on personal 
property, 
or tho income on personal proper- 
ty, aro likewise direct taxes. 
Third: 
A tax imposed by sect 
ions 27 to 37i inclusivo, of tho act of 
1894, so far as it falls on tho 
in- 
come from real 
and 
on personal 
property, being a direct tax 
with- 
in tho meaning of tho comstitution, 
is therefore 
unconstitutional 
and 
void, bocauso not apportioned 
to representation. 
Thero has been 
collected about 
80,000 income tax which will 
bo 
refunded. 
Justices 
Harlan 
and 
Jackson 
read thoir dissents; Justico 
Brown 
will do the samo. 
Tho J ustices against tho law aro 
Chief Justico Fuller, Justico Gray, 
Field, Browcr, Shires: for tho law 
Justices 
narlan, 
Whito, 
Brown 
and Jackson.

cresses, bunch onions, small table 
beets, perhaps snap beans and peas,

radishes.

quick maturing can often bo wedg- 
ed in between 
tho rows of later 
crops that rcquiro moro space, but 
start up slowly at first and take 
longer timo for growth. 
A corres- 
pondent of Farm and Fireside 
in- 
variably makes his first sowing of 
radishes and cresses between tho 
rows of tho early 
cabbages and 
cauliflower, 
and later on between 
pepper or egg plants, lato cabbage, 
&c. 
No sopaiato spaco is dovotea 
tho radish crop in his garden. 
Eadishcs aro simply used as a 
fill- 
ing. 
In

cucumber, 
melon 
and 
squash patches much valuablo spaco 
usually loft idle. 
Tho spaco can 
bo utilized 
for an early 
crop of 
smooth peas, which 
como 
off in 
Juno, or early potatoes, which como 
off in July, or perhaps

bago, lettuce, spinach, table beets, 
snap 
beans, 
&c. 
Tho oucumbor, 
melon or squaso plants, 
especially 
if started in strawberry baskets or 
in inverted sods, can bo planted in 
the rows devoted to them right bo- 
tweon tho early crops still standing, 
whero thoy will bo all the moro 
so- - 
curo from insect attacks. Horserad 
ish sets may bo planted between the 
rows or early cabbages and 
cauli- 
flower,

by ordinary 
good cultivation until cabbages aio 
harvested,

then 
allowed to 
grow. 
Whero swino aio kept in largo num- 
bers they aro very likely to bo con- 
fined in very closo

gives a descripton

gestive of the "black hole of

where filth is prevalent and tho air 
infected thero must bo moro or less 
taint to tho meat, even if diseaso 
does not appear. 
But hogs so

veloped aro vory liable to 
bo

fested 
with 
somo 
dangerous 
dis- 
easo and parasites, and thoso who 
eat thom as food do so with peril 
to health. 
Tho 
swino 
should 
bo 
fed as pure food as other 
animals, 
and all their conditions 
recognize 
sanitary laws. 
No matter how far from market 
a farmer may bo, 
ho 
can 
grow a 
patch ot strawberries and 
uo sure 
of a market at homo. 
It is aston 
ishing how much fruit of all kinds 
can 
be eaten by a small family 
when 
tho 
supply 
is 
unstinted. 
There aro few neighborhoods where 
thoso who begin by growing a sup- 
ply of stiawborries for homo 
uso 
will not find 
a market 
springing 
up 
around 
thom 
from 
neighbors 
who keep on in tho old ruts because 
thoy think thoy haven't 
timo to 
attend to such small affairs as tho 
culture of berries. 
They aro small 
in size, but moro bushels of straw- 
berries can bo grown to an acre 
than of any kind of grain, and tho 
fruit may bo sold 
clu-a- 
and yet 
bring moro than tho grain profit.

THE LAW ENDORSED. 


Editor Guardian: 
To tho 
peo-pl- 
o, 
tho tax payer, tho now classifi- 
cation and salary bill, enacted by 
tho last legislature of Arizona, has 
very many features to recommend 
it, and not leastamong thoso things 
is tho feature that puts 
tho 
com- 
pensation of 
officers 
on 
a 
basis 
somewhat liko that which individ- 
uals in 
pursuits 
can 
ob- 
tain for services very 
liko 
thoso 
rendered by tho officers affected by 
this law. 
It contains an clement of justice 
to tho public which has not 
here- 
tofore entered into tho laws 
regu- 
lating 
official 
compensation. 
In 
tho case of this county it was not 
known until within 
a very short 
timo prior to tho lato election that 
Graham county was or would 
bo 
a first class county, and therefore 
tho 
compensation 
of tho officials 
raised 
accordingly. 
By 
what 
might appropriately 
bo termed 
an 
accident it wa 
found that there 
were by tho returns of tho register- 
ing 
officers 
over 
fifteen 
hundred 
qualified voters in the county, and 
tho officers 
suddenly 
becamo 
en- 
titled to tho increased pay attach- 
ed to a first class county for doing 
tho business, less in volume than 
former years, but 
such 
was then 
tho 
law 
and 
it 
was 
accepted. 
However all things contained 
tho 
principlo by which inequalities aro 
removed, and extremes 
aro made 
to meet, and tho now classification 
law has adjusted tho harsh injustice 
which had fallen on tho property 
of the county by not only taking 
into consideration these things but 
has gono further and seems to have 
taken into consideration tho great 
depression of business of all kinds 
and to have adjusted tho compensa- 
tion of county officers to something 
like tho pay which would 
bo en 
titled commensurate lor Iiko 
sorv 
ices 
in their character, 
and in doing so have relieved 
tho 
tax payers of a 
. very 
considerable 
burden and started 
tho 
counties, 
debt ridden liko Graham, towards 
the point whero thoy may catch 
up with their obligations. 


Officers may say, and with some 
seeming fairness too, that, at tho 
time of their election 
tho salaries 
of their several 
offices, wore then 
5'xcd and that in contemplation 
of 
such hxed salaries they "accepted" 
tho offices and that to chango such 
salaries under 
such 
circumstances 
after their election is a mattor 
of 
bad iaith towards them. 
Such 
an 
argumont overlooks tho fact that 
tho incumbent of an offico does not 
hold it by contract and that it is 
entirely within tho purviow of tho 
powers of tho legislature not only 
to reduco tho salary but to lcgislato 
any ono or all oflicors out of office. 
Such arguments also, over look 
an- 
other very vital matter and that is 
that in tho legislature, for the time 
beingr, is lodged all tho powers 
of 
tho people, and that its action 
ex- 
cept so far as it is restrained 
by 
tho organic law is tho highest 
re- 
presentative of omnipotence among 
human institutions. 
This classificaton law has met 
tho demand on tho part of tho 
peo-pl- 
o 
who largely 
out number tho 
offico holders, of a much needed re- 
form, and so far no 
voico 
of tho 
people has been raised against' it, 
while tho cry from tho offico 
hold- 
ers is almost univorsal that there 
aro such 
latent 
and 
insurmount- 
able irregularities in tho inception 
and passago oftho law through the 
different stages required that it is 
incapable of enforcement, and that 
it only has to bo called in question 
in tho courts 
in order 
to subject 
tho people to the demands of those 
whoso "feed" has been regulated at 
tho people's expense. 
Tho state is composed of threo 
branches, 
tho Execu- 
tive, Legislative and Judicial, 
each 
with their appropriate 
functions. 
When tho legislative has oxprcssed 
its action and the same has received 
tho approval of tho Executive, tho 
ovidenco of such joint action is tho 
enrolled law in tho archives of tho 
offico of tho Secretary of tho Ter 
ritory, and it becomes tho duty 
of 
tho Judicial to enforco tho law, not 
to make it, though in somo states 
it has been hold that tho courts 
'can go behind tho records" to see 
that the other 
branches 
of tho government have done their 
duty, while tho bettor view 
seems 
to bo that tho highest 
evidence of 
such action is the enrolled and ap 
proved law as it appears 
in the 
Secretary's 
offico, 
signed by tho 
presiding officers of tho respectivo 
house ana approved 
by tho 
Gov- 
ernor. 
, Tho pcoplo at largo will 
feel that thoy aro powerless if it 
should be that this law, so benefic- 
ial to all, should tail at tho instance 
of not over fifty people at most. 
If tho Board of Supervisors were 
sincero in thoir protensions, 
why 
did thoy not at their recent 
meet- 
ing rocognizo tho County Eecordcr 
as their Clerk, as tho Classification 
Law makes him Clerk of tho Board, 
and 
especially 
when thoy kenw 
that tho Eecordcr on April 22n had 
demanded possession of tho records 
of tho Board of Supervisors 
offico.
